Brooks celebrated this event ‘by get 
ting on u spree, and returning\to the 
furnace met Love. aod the old feud 
was rekindled. Some hot words 
used, aud a fight ensued. B . 
icked up a pie e cinder and struek 
ove on the head, and the fight eo 
for the time. L. we promising to rens 
hostilities in the morning. When 
morning arrived, Brooks was informed 
that Love had purchased a revolver, 
and he, too, pre himself with a 
five-shooter, and proceeded with bis 
friends to the furnace. There he met 
Love, and a crowd of backers. Both 
were for battle, and it did 
not takeflong to find sufficient cause, 
followed by their respective cliques. 
The two principals walked along to- 
gether, calling each other hard names, 
until Love finally picked up a br.ck 
and threw it at Brooks’ head. This 
Brooks warded off, but received a se- 
vere bruise on the elbow, and at the 
same time, be drew his new six shooter 
“3¥-calibre revolver and fired. The 
ball entered Love's abdomen, but he 
did not tall. Give it to him back!" 
yelled one of the crowd, and Brooks 
also drew and fired. There were prob- 
ably fifty men circling around the 
contesta ts. each urging 
favorite to fire, and each armed with a 
knife aod. pistol. The pritcipals 
needed no encouragement, however. 
Long-buried hatred had burst forth in 
the bosom of each, and, frenzied by 
the excitement, they fully determined 
to settle the matter there and then. 
The crowd yelled and the figu ing con- 
tinned unabated. Love was firing a 
little faster than his opponent, but 
Brooks’ aim seems to have been none 
the steadier. The men were standing 
at short range, each firing alternately 
and in comparatively good order. Fin- 
ally Love began retreating, Brooks 
following him and still firing. Love 
backed as far as the engine house cor- 
ner and, again standing his ground, 
emptied his revolver at his opponent, 
who fell with a builet in each leg. The 
crowd surged around the fallen map, 
who was vainly attempting to reload 
his emptied pistol. Brooks also called 
to his friends for a knife to remove 
the shells from his weapon. Both men 
were now hors de combat, but each was 
anxious to continue until one or the 
other would acknowledge himeelf de- 
feated. The friends of the parties now 
declared the battle ended. The com- 
batants were taken from the field. 
Love is dying. Brooks is under arrest.

THAT INJUNCTION SUIT.

What Governor Kinkead Thinks About 
Clark Ipjunction Suit.

Governor Kinkead, a member of the 
Board of Asylum Commissioners, was 
in Reno last night,and in conversation 
with a Gazerre reporter, said. 

“I would only be too glad to be 
relieved of the care and trouble which 
will be connected with the building of 
the new Asylum. Still, I think I 
understand the intent of the Leyisla- 
ture and the will of the people, and 
that certainly says the Asylum should 
be built.“ 

Rep.- What do you think, Gover- 
ner, of the famous injunction suit? 

„I don't think much of it, I assure 
you. I think itisa plain attempt to 
thwart the will of the people, and for 
a pecuniary reward.” 

Rep.—Are there any Carson people 
interested iu- the suit! 

“I know there are not, because I 
have taken pains to enquire in regard 
to it. Klein is merely a figure-head, 
and I know of no one in Carson who 
sympathizes with the movement.” 

Rep.— Who is backing the suit! 

“I do not know, nor caa anybody 
know from direct evidence. To my 
mind there is no doubt but that the 
Gazetre has been correct in its re- 
marks upon the subject, and that Dr. 
Clark, of Stockton, is the iustigator of 
the suit.” 

Rep.— What would be the effect of 
a decision against this bill? 

“It would cripple many departments 
of the State Government, and there 
would be a ruinous discount on State 
warrants.” 

Rep.—Is there anything in the suit? 

“I think not, except to delay the 
building and extend Clark's contract.” 

Rep.—Why has not the suit been 
transferred to the Supreme Court by 
conseat? 

„Because counsel for plaintiff would 
not consent, Myself and Mr. Deal 
desired that the matter should be trans- 
ferred,and the entire Board was of the 
same mind. Mr. Varian, counsel for 
plaintiff, would not consent to any 
oroposition we could make. Plaintiff 
will probably lose his suit, and if my 
theory is correct that Dr. Clark has 
instituted the acflon, retuliatory meas- 
ures ought to be adupted.

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Anolher Comet. 

About two o'clock on the morning 
of the first of May, Professor Lewis 
Swift, Director of the Warner Observ- 

atory, at Rochester, N. Y., turned his 
telescope to the constellation of And- 
romeda and discovered a bright comet, 
moving io a southerly direction. The 
new comet is located in the constella- 
tion above named, right ascension, 0 
hours, 0 minutes; declination, 37 de- 
grees north. This is the first comet 
discovered during the present year, 
and places Prot. Swift in possession of 
the $200 prize, which Mr. H. H. War- 
ner, the well-known Safe Kidney and 
Liver Cure man, offered last January 
for the discovery of comets. Insomuch 
as Prof. Swift received $500 for the 
discovery of the comet of 1880, from 
the same gentleman, he is at last find- 
ing astronomy profitable as well as 
pleasant. It is not thought that the 
present comet is the expected one of 
1812, although it is io nearly the loca- 
tion from which that comet is expect- 
ed; noris there any reason to believe 
it will have any effect upon the earth, 
or hasten the predicted coming of the 
end of the world.
